July 1, 1916, there will be in the Sinking Fund for this issue 
about $129,000, leaving $46,000 to be provided for in some manner by 
the City Councjl. This fund has shown a deficiency ever since the 
bonds were issued, and was caused by the failure to make appropria- 
tion for the Sinking Fund for the years 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, 1900, 
1901 and 1906. Total appropriations for this issue to date amount to 
$104,500, and there is in the Sinking Fund securities of a par value of 


$111,100.

Fire Department. 


Chief Engineer’s Report. 


January 14, 1915. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Council of Portsmouth, N. H. 


GENTLEMEN:—lI have the honor to submit the annual 
report of this Department. 

The city has been fortunate again in not having any 
serious losses from fires, although several fires have been 
in dangerous localities, but by promptness and hard work 
they were extinguished or confined to the buildings in 
which they started. I can truly say that our success in 
stopping these fires was due to the willingness of our men 
to discharge their duties, without fear and without wait- 
ing for orders from their officers, also to the good con- 
dition of our apparatus, which has been much improved 
within the last two years. 

At the fire of November 28, 1914, (the fire which dam- 
aged the Walden Block and the Langdon House,) it was 
demonstrated that the recent overhauling of our steamers 
was wise, as without these steamers working satisfac- 
torily this fire would probably have developed into a bad 
conflagration. 

The Department has answered sixteen bells and sixty- 
nine still alarms this year, including one bell call for the 
fire at the Isles of Shoals and one bell call for a forest fire 
on Sagamore Road. 

The Auto Chemical has answered three out-of-town 
calls, one being at Eliot, one at Newington, and one at 
Greenland, rendering valuable service. 

In comparing the bell and still alarms, it will be seen 
that the bell alarms fell short two of last year, and the 
still alarms have increased two, making this year the ban- 
ner year for still alarms since any record of the fires have 
been made in Portsmouth. The people of Portsmouth are 
accustoming themselves to calling the Auto Chemical by 
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telephone for small fires, thus saving the city a great ex- 
pense. 

We have been fortunate this year in not having any se- 
rious forest fires, although the season was very dry. There 
have been seven of these fires, the Auto Chemical re- 
sponding to three, and in four cases using my own auto 
and picking up what men I could easily, reaching the 
scene of the fires before they spread, thus making it easy 
to extinguish them without great expense. 

We have had several dangerous fires this year, the 
worst being the fires of the twenty-third of November, 
at the Machine Shop of the Boston & Maine R. R., and 
the Walden Block on Congress street. These two fires 
started within one hour of each other, the Machine Shop 
fire being the first. This fire had a good start before the 
alarm was sounded, and with the temperature very low 
and the wind blowing fresh from the northwest covering 
roofs of houses one-half mile away with the sparks, the 
outlook was most serious. Realizing the danger, a second 
alarm was ordered. Before this second alarm could be 
sounded, an alarm from box 58 and 58 was pulled in for 
the fire in Walden Block and Langdon House. Most of 
the Department was ordered to respond to this second fire, 
leaving two streams to take care of the first fire, which 
was then nearly under control. The Department found 
themselves much handicapped at the fire at the Walden 
Block and Langdon House by not having any hose on 
their wagon, it being at the other end of the city, —also 
by the failure of the Eldredge Brewing Company whistle 
to sound. The construction of the Walden Block and the 
Langdon House, being all of wood, with a blind attic run- 
ning the entire length of the block into the hotel, with so 
many open partitions, made it impossible to locate the 
fire; yet the fire was confined to the upper stories of the 
buildings. Help was asked for from Newburyport, Dover, 
and the Navy Yard. Doverand the sailors from the ships 
responded and rendered valuable service, but the fire was 
practically under control before they arrived. The New- 
buryport Company did not respond, failing to get trans- 
portation. 

Another dangerous fire was at the Masonic Block, 
which was discovered at six a.m. This fire started on 
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the first floor and worked up through the partition to the 
roof. Here the Department was also handicapped owing 
to an imperfect alarm from box 58, the indicator at the 
Central Station not showing the correct box and causing 
this part of our Department to arrive late at the fire. 
This fire was extinguished after an hour and a half of the 
hardest kind of work, thus saving the city great loss. 

There were several minor fires, which were extin- 
guished with small damage, thanks to the promptness of 
the Portsmouth Fire Department, second to none of its 
size in the country. 


Recommendation 

The Department is in need of more hose. We have on 
hand at present 10,000 feet of hose, a little over half of 
which is in first-class shape, the balance will answer for 
emergencies only. We should purchase at least 1,000 feet 
of hose this year. We should also have a few more hy- 
drants, and I would respectfully suggest one on Penhallow 
street, in the rear of French’s store; two in the Boston & 
Maine freight yard; and two on Istington street beyond 
the stand pipe. 

Our Auto Chemical has proved itself such a valuable 
and economical piece of apparatus, that the city would 
make ‘no mistake in replacing No. 3 Hose Wagon with a 
- motor-driven piece of apparatus. 

The Chemical Engine House and the Central Station 
buildings are in very bad condition, and much in need of 
repair, it being almost impossible to heat these buildings 
in cold weather. My opinion is, that the city would save 
much money in the long run by erecting a new Central 
Building, suitable to house all the apparatus, excepting a 
steamer and hose wagon at the Creek.

GENTLEMEN:—I beg to submit herewith to you the re- 
port of the business of my department for the year 1914. 

I have prosecuted before the district court al! suits and 
complaints in which it was my duty to appear. Whenever 
required so to do, I have furnished to the several depart- 
ments and officials of the city my opinion or advice upon 
any legal question or subject submitted, to’ me, and have 
drafted such legal instruments as have been requisite or 
necessary. 

The following actions are now pending in the Superior 
Court: | 
Joseph Hett vs. city for alleged sewer damages. 
Joseph Hett vs. city for damages alleged to have 
resulted from improper removal of brown tail 

moths. 

Sarah Gouse vs. city for land damages alleged to 
have resulted from improper highway altera- 
tion. ; | 

The action, Lena A. Morrill vs. city, in which damages 
to the amount of $5,000.00 were claimed as the result of 
alleged improper care of the city dump, was tried before a 
jury at the adjourned session of the October term of the 
Superior Court, resulting in a verdict for the plaintiff for 
$162.25. An earlier offer had been made to the plaintiff 
to settle this case for $300.00, which was refused. 

The petition for abatement of tax, Rockingham Light 
and Power Company vs. city, came on to be heard on the 
29th instant in the Superior Court, but during the course 
of the hearing was settled by agreement, an abatement 
of $20,000 being allowed, this making their assessment 
for the year 19138 stand at $480,000 instead of $500,000. 
The settlement thus adopted seemed more favorable to the 
city than running the risk of a long and expensive hear- 
ing with a possible unfavorable outcome.

GENTLEMEN:—We herewith submit the annual report 
of this department, for the year of 1915. 


Roads. 

The following roads have been rebuilt and repaired: 

Lafayette road reshaped and resurfaced and finished 
with an application of hot oil. 

Greenland road reshaped and resurfaced and heavy oil 
top. 

Lang’s road patched and cleared of protruding ledges 
and boulders. 

Elwyn road patched ih gravel. 

Greenleaf avenue reshaped and entirely rebuilt. 

Peverly Hill, Sherburne, (short section) Middle, South, 
Islington and Little Harbor roads have been patched and 
the holes filled. 

The State aid roads, Maplewood avenue, Woodbury ave- 
nue, Sagamore and Rye roads have been patched and 
sanded. 

A short section of Spinney road has been raised to get 
proper drainage. 


Streets. 

-The following streets have been resurfaced with awe 
Middle from Madison to Lincoln avenue, Porter from 
Pleasant to Fleet street. 

Tne following streets were patched with gravel: Went- | 
worth, South, Washington, Court, Chapel, Mulberry, State, 
Hanover, Tanner, Summer, Union, Madison, Cass, Bart- 
lett, Pine, Thornton, Rockland, Cate, Wibird, Broad, Lin- 
ecoln avenue, Newcastle avenue and Junkins avenue. 

Ladd and Hanover streets from Fleet to High were 
macadamized. 

The following streets were SAtohe with stone: High, 
Fleet, Middle, Pleasant, Marcy, Water, Bridge, Daniel, 
Bow, Penhallow, State and Cabot.

Material removed from streets to be paved was used 
on High, Market, Green, Albany, Clinton, Cass and Stark 
streets, Spinney road, Woodbury and Essex avenues. 

Holes in the asphalt were repaired with asphaltic ma- 
terial, but new holes constantly appear. 


Paving. 

Deer and Bridge streets and a section of Islington 
street from Albany street to Spinney road, also a section 
of Bartlett street from Islington street to Southern Divi- 
sion railroad tracks, have been paved with bitulithic 
paving. 

Brick sidewalks in these streets have been relaid and 
sidewalks on Islington street covered with crushed stone 
dust. 


Oiling. 

Tar was applied to Junkins avenue, Pleasant, Rogers, 
South, State and Water streets, Newcastle avenue and the 
upper section of Middle street. A heavy asphalt oil was 
used on the other most-traveled streets. 


Ashes. 

Under the present rules the ash collection expense 
shows a small reduction, brought about by limiting the 
number of packages to be taken. 


Parks. 

Haven and Goodwin parks received the usual care. A 
large fill at the foot of Goodwin park added space and con- 
venience. 

The playground required a small amount of grading, 
and a drain was put in to take care of the water on the 
tennis courts. 

An addition was made to the playhouse to be used as 
a toilet for small boys. 


Trees. 

Much trimming remains to be done, and there are a 
number of trees which will have to be removed. 

Contracts for exterminating brown tail moths were 
completed in a satisfactory manner, and the shade trees 
were sprayed in the summer. 
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Sidewalks. 

Five hundred and forty-six square yards of granolithic 
sidewalk has been constructed. 

One hundred and twenty square yards of brick side- 
walk built, and two thousand five hundred and fifty-five 
square yards of brick sidewalk relaid. Four thousand two 
hundred square yards of cinder walks built. 

Several bad cross walks in the compact part of the 
city have been relaid or rebuilt. 

Seven hundred and eighty feet of curbing has been 
reset. 

Through the great generosity of the Misses Helen A. 
and Victoria E. Vennard, we were enabled to abolish the 
very dangerous corner at Vaughan and Deer streets. The 
fence was moved back on their property, and now a long 
sweep in the curb provides an easier and a safer turn at 
this very busy corner. 

The curbing at the corners of Chestnut and Congress 
streets has been changed and all obstructions removed, so 
that these corners are much improved and less dangerous. 


Sewers. 

During the year we had fifty-five reports of sewer 
troubles. Twenty-six of these were located in private 
drains. Twenty-one catch basins were found plugged 
and nine sewers were stopped up with sticks from the 
basins. Five of the remaining nine stoppages were caused — 
by dirt getting into the sewers from open cellar drains. 
The remaining four complaints were caused by the sewers 
being too small to take care of all the basins connected to 
them, during heavy rain storms. One sewer was found 
to be stopped with coal that came through an open cellar 
drain. 

Two hundred and thirty feet of ten-inch sewer pipe 
was installed on Scruton avenue, with one manhole and 
two basins. 

Several catch basins and manholes have been brought 
to proper grade and larger tops put on. 

Five hundred and forty feet of ten-inch sewer was 
completed on Water street, from Charles street to a point 
beyond Court street. A twenty-inch sewer from Marg- 
inal road to Porter street and one hundred and sixty-two 
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feet of twelve-inch sewer in Porter street are nearly com- 
pleted. 


Bridges. 

A re-inforced concrete bridge has been completed on 
Cate street. 

The Sagamore bridge required replanking the entire 
length. 

The wooden bridge on Boyd road has been rebuilt and 
a new structure to replace the dangerous bridge on Echo 
avenue has just been completed.

There has been placed in Parrott avenue, a six-inch 
cast-iron pipe, running from Richards avenue to a point 
opposite the new Armory where a steamer hydrant was 
placed. We also extended the six-inch cast-iron pipe on 
Willard avenue to accomodate the new buildings being 
erected there. There was also laid on Park street a six- 
inch cast-iron pipe, from Lincoln avenue, to the corner of 
Mendum avenue. <A two-inch main was run from the 
corner of South street and Miller avenue, to supply the 
building being erected on South street between Richards 
and Miller avenues. The one-inch main on Mt. Vernon 
street, was taken up and replaced with new pipe. we also 
replaced with new all the services in the street which 
were paved during the year. 


Peverly System. 

The total amount of water pumped from this source 
was 123,058,605 gallons, of this amount we sold 82,505, 
580 gallons. The balance we used at Sherburne and 
Haven Pumping stations to seal the wells and to supply 
the boiler. The waste on this system is hard to estimate, 
but would say that it is about 15 per cent. of the un- 
metered water. The water of this system is sold at the 
rate of ten cents per thousand gallons. 

During the year we have made connections between 
this system and the Sherburne (or domestic system) enabl- 
ing us to turn the Peverly water into the domestic supply 
in case of a large fire or the failure of the Sherburne sys- 
tem to work. This is all that we could do toward the pro- 
tection of our citizens along the lines suggested and recom- 
mended to your honorable body, in a communication to it 
July 31, in which we asked for money for several improve- 
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ments absolutely necessary, and to which thus far we have 
received no reply or inquiries concerning same. 


Pumping. 

The pumping stations have had very few repairs dur- 
ing the year. At Sherburne station we installed an elec- 
tric lighting plant which is a great convenience. The 
Fountain Head station was shingled and the sides covered 
with asbestos felt roofing. The trestle at the Sherburne 
station was rebuilt so as to accomodate the large coal cars 
now used by the railroads. 

A section about five hundred feet long of the indicator 
pipe running from the stand pipe to the Sherburne station 
was replaced by a new one-inch galvanized pipe. 

The upper basin at Peverly brook was cleared of trees 
.and brush above the water line.

The expenditures for 1914 while about $2,500 larger 
than for 19138, represented an increase of only three cents 
per pupil, although included in the expenditure for the 
first time is ‘‘water’’ which amounts to 14 cents per pupil. 
This per pupil expenditure includes the cost of fitting up a 
new room in the High School basement and seventy-five 
new desks; the purchase of Domestic Science equipment 
and the salaries of two additional teachers for the fall 
term. 

In the last report of the Department of Public Instruc- 
tion, it appears that the average cost per pupil for current 
expenditures ranges from $40.52 in Concord, to $27.36 in 
Keene, and $26.09 in Rochester. Portsmouth with an 
expenditure of $28.66 stands ninth. The average for all 
cities is $33.08 or $30.58 for elementary schools alone. 
Our average expenditure of $30.31 is based on the aver- 
age membership for the school year ending last June, but 
on the basis of the average membership of the fall term 
of this year it would be $27.95 per pupil. Wecannot hope 
nor is it wise to estimate our expenses at less than about 
the current rate as the opening of the new school and the 
decrease of pupils per room in the overcrowded buildings 
will naturally raise the per capita rate somewhat, and 
account must now be taken of our increased school enroll- 
ment in the purchase of books and supplies.

Report of Sapacintendent of Schools. 


To the Board of Instruction, 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN:—lI have the honor to sub-- 
mit herewith a report of the schools of 1914, which is my 
third annual report, and the twenty-ninth in the series of 
reports of the Superintendents of Schools. The statistics 
given are for the school year ending June 19th, and for 
the term ending December 19th, 1914. |

A year ago the membership was 144 less than now. 
There has been a material increase in the four larger 
schools, with practically no change in the others. It is 
not possible to explain the steady increase of the past four 
years in any other way but by assuming an increase of 
population. Our average membership has risen from 1,588 
in 1910 (the date of the last city census) to 2,039 for the 
term just passed,—an increase of 451 in about four years. 
We have gained during that time perhaps 30 tuition 
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pupils and there may be as many more children who are 
remaining in school on account of the change in the school 
attendance law, which, with the increased High School 
enrollment, will account for less than one-half of the 
actual increase. The school census in September showed 
1,157 boys and 1,172 girls, a total of 2,839 children be- 
tween the ages of five and sixteen. 


Disposal of Increased Enrollment. 

In the High School building, one of the recitation 
rooms was fitted with desks and chairs to accomodate the 
increase in the High School membership. 

The increase in the Eighth Grade enrollment was taken 
care of by finishing off a room in the basement. ‘This 
makes the capacity. of the High School building, in its 
present arrangement, approximately 600, with an enroll- 
ment of 550 at present. 

In the Farragut School, nothing could be done except 
to crowd more children into a room, making a situation 
not conducive to physical welfare or educational efficiency. 
The disadvantages of this excessive crowding are, as far 
as it is possible, offset by increased use of pupil teachers 
for individual and small-group instruction, using the halls 
‘and coat rooms as recitation rooms. 

At the Whipple School, the number of pupils in a room 
has ranged from 42 to 48, and at the Cabot Street School, 
it has been necessary to have the first grade divided, half 
of the pupils coming for a morning session and the other 
half for an afternoon session. 

Each of the first-grade teachers has given individual 
instruction to the pupils who needed special assistance, 
by having them return for an hour during the other part 
of the day, using the teacher’s room in the morning, and 
the kindergarten room in the afternoon for a work-room. 

At the Haven School the average number of pupils to 
a room has been 42. : 


Lafayette School. 


At the February meeting of the Board of Instruction, 
Messrs. Knight, Hartford and Mrs. Wood were appointed 
a special committee to investigate conditions and report to 
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the Board with recommendations. At a special meeting 
held March 24th, the following report was submitted: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 
To the Board of Instruction, City of Portsmouth, N. H. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN:—Your Committee on In- 
creased Schoolhouse Accomodations presents herewith a 
general summary of the situation by schools, with recom- 
mendations and data relating thereto. 


High School. 

The enrollment January 1, 1914, was 381, distributed 
by classes as follows: Freshman, 139; Sophomore, 96; 
Junior, 85; Senior, 52; Post Graduates, 9. With the 
present Senior Class of 52 :graduates it will leave 329 
pupils. In September there will be added to this number 
the 111 pupils now in the eighth grade, 25 or more out of 
town tuition pupils and probably 30 of the 40 in the 
‘Parochial School eighth grade, making a Freshman class 
of 166, or with those already in the High School 495 in 
all. It is estimated that the loss from non-promotion, ' 
withdrawals, etc., may be about ten per cent, leaving 445 
as the probable September enrollment. The normal capac- 
ity of the building is a little over 500. Judging by the 
number of the pupils now in the class which will reach 
the High School one year from next September and the 
number of pupils who will graduate the preceding June, 
it appears probable that the High School will then be in- 
creased by 50 or more pupils, bringing the enrollment up 
to about the normal capacity of the building. The number 
of pupils seated in each room this year at the time of the 
maximum enrollment was as follows: 48, 48, 52, 48, 48, 40 
(Commercial Room), 16 (Typewriting room), 50, 48. Every 
room was at its maximum capacity and for a few days two 
or three had to study in the Principal’s office. The pupils 
who were seated in the typewriting room had to find 
vacant seats elsewhere in the building for their study 
periods. The High School registration for the past five 
years has been as follows: 1908-09, 302; 1909-10, 321; 
1910-11, 345; 1911-12, 876; 1912-18, 356; for the fall 
term 19138, 402. 
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Eighth Grade. 

The present eighth grade being the smallest in years 
21 pupils from the Whipple seventh grade were taken. in- 
to room 5 making over 130 elementary school pupils who 
were accomodated in the High School building. Next Sep- 
tember instead of the present eighth grade enrollment of 
111, we shall have about 150. The three rooms which 
have been occupied by the eighth grade since the High 
School building was opened have a normal capacity of 126, 
one of them being a small room. We have crowded into 
them 132 this year. 

Below the present seventh grade the average number 
of pupils in a grade is 191, and the smallest number in 
any grade 169. The present attendance law requires all 
pupils to complete the eighth grade unless they shall have 
reached the age of sixteen. In our present elementary 
enrollment there are but seven pupils who are over sixteen 
years of age. ? 

The number of pupils in two of the eighth grade rooms 
has been too large for satisfactory work but this could not 
be remedied on account of the size of the third room. 

The eighth grade pupils on account of their presence 
in the High School building have suffered further dis- 
advantage from the apparent necessity of having one ses- 
sion instead of the two-session day of the other elemen- 
tary grades. 


Farragut School. 

The Farragut School which was constructed for a six- 
room school and which has usually enrolled about 250 
pupils, has by dividing large rooms and utilizing coat 
rooms been made into a nine-room school with an enroll- 
ment of 344, in addition to the 18 training school pupils. 
The school cannot reasonably accomodate over 300 puptls. 
A room originally planned for the Superintendent’s office 
is made to accomodate 40 or more pupils. The kinder- 
garten is so small that the teacher has to carry away the 
tables before she can use the circle, and 54 first-grade 
children have been crowded into one room. If the seventh 
grade could be taken from this building the other classes 
could be much better accomodated as the room thus occu- 
pied is a large one and with such relief as could ultimately 
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be given by opening an additional room at the Spalding 
School and changing district lines the enrollment of this 
section could probably be cared for. 


Whipple and Cabot Street School. 

The present enrollment of the Whipple School is 344, 
and of the Cabot Street, 153, which with the 21 pupils tem- 
porarily at the High School makes a total of 865 for the 
Whipple School. With 40 pupils in a room, we should 
now have an overflow of 45 pupils and with the promo- 
tions in June the situation will not be improved. The in- 
creases in the Cabot Street enrollment beyond its capacity 
have to be cared for at the Whipple School and the Cabot 
Street School will be larger next year. 

It would be possible to rearrange the Whipple building 
so as to make one more room. This would be done at con- 
siderable expense and would not provide for more than 35 
pupils. 

Haven School. 

The present membership of the Haven School is over 

30 larger than the average membership for last year and, 


averages 40 pupils toa room. This leaves practically no 
room for expansion. 


Franklin and Spalding Schools. 

These schools have 71 and 65 pupils respectively in 
Grades I to IV. Some relief could be gained for the 
Whipple School by opening a fifth and sixth-grade room 
at the Spalding to accomodate the 27 fifth and sixth-grade 
pupils who live within easy reach of that school. 

Should no new schoolhouse be built it would probably 
be necessary to do this and also send children across the 
tracks from the Whipple district. The maximum number 
which could be accomodated at this school would be about 
70 and a new heating plant would be needed. 


Plains School. 


The present enrollment of 36 pupils in four grades is 
all that this school can well accomodate. 


Relief Needed. | 
Immediate provision should be made for about 80 
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eighth-grade pupils, 42 seventh-grade pupils from the Far- 
ragut School, and about the same number from the Whip- 
ple School. It will be but a short time before we shall 
also have to provide for the rest of the eighth grade and 
the seventh grade from the Haven School, so that addi- 
tional room should be provided for the accomodation of 
about 280 pupils. If any provision is to be made for 
special rooms for backward and defective children, as 
recommended by the Superintendent, room for these will 
also be needed. 


Recommendations. 

The following plan seems to us to be the most far 
reaching in its effect and likely to serve as a somewhat 
~ permanent relief. 

If a new building could be built in the vicinity of Lin- 
coln Avenue and Wibird Street and to it be transferred 
from the Cabot Street and Whipple Schools one room each 
of the kindergarten, first, second and third grades and 
nearly all the pupils in grades IV, V and VI, leaving in 
the Cabot Street School a kindergarten and a room each of 
grades I, II, and III, there could then be placed in the 
Whipple School the four eighth grades from the High 
School building, the two Whipple seventh grades and the 
seventh grades from the Farragut and Haven Schools. 
The enrollment by schools and grades would then be about 
as follows: New school (including only present enrollment 
of children living on or beyond Middle Street) kindergar- 
ten, 26; Grade I, 38; Grade II, 32; Grade III, 30; Grade 
IV, 23; Grade V, 35; and Grade VI, 48; a total of 227, 
and most of the 74 remaining pupils of the Whipple 
fourth, fifth, and sixth grades, who will be best accom- 
modated by this school, making an enrollment of about 
280 pupils. 

The Cabot Street School would have approximately 25 
in the kindergarten and in grades I, II, and III, 32, 38, 
38 respectively, a total of 133. 

The Whipple School would have approximately 150 
pupils in grade VIII, 169 in grade VII, a total of 319. 
This would leave in the Farragut School about 300 pupils, 
and in the Haven School about: 280. Under this arrange- 
ment the teaching force required would be: New School, 
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7; Cabot Street School, 4; Whipple School, including Prin- 
cipal’s assistant, 9; making a total of 20. Our present 
teaching force for the same pupils is as follows: Haven 
seventh grade, 1; Farragut seventh grade, 1; High eighth, 
3; Whipple, 9; Cabot Street, 5; a total of 19 or with the 
additional eighth grade teacher needed anyway, 20. 

Of course additional expense for teachers would have 
to be incurred for an increase of pupils but this re-distri- 
bution would make it possible to equalize the number of 
pupils in each room by having all the seventh and eighth 
grade pupils in one building; the over-crowding of the 
Farragut would be relieved and there would: be room for 
expansion in all the other schools. The High School build- 
ing would be entirely given up to the High School work. 
All the elementary pupils who go to the High School for 
manual work would at the Whipple School be within easy 
reach, and, if it seemed wise, departmental work could be 
instituted in the grammar grades. A two-session day for 
the eighth grade would also be possible. 

No relief can now be gained by a change of district 
lines as all districts are over crowded and in our present 
condition any sudden increase of population through in- 
dustries could not be accomodated at all. 

There has been and is likely to be a continual growth 
of population in that section of the city where a new build- 
ing is desired, therefore we recommend that the City 
Council be asked to provide at once an eight room build- 
ing and that, as soon as it shall be available, the seventh 
and eighth grades of the city be placed in the Whipple 
School. And also that a re-arrangement be made of the 
district lines between the Whipple and other two districts.

| Committee.

The report of the special committee was: unanimously 
accepted and its recommendations adopted, and by direc- 
tion of the Board, the Mayor appointed Messrs. Hodgdon, 
Knight and Towle a committee to select and recommend a 
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suitable location and present the Board’s recommendation 
to the City Council. An appropriation of $1,500 was se- 
cured from the City Council for the purchase of a lot sit- 
uated on Lafayette Road and adjacent to the playground 
owned by Thomas A. Ward. At a later meeting of the 
City Council it was voted to purchase from Mr. Ward, at 
the nominal price of $3,500, the playground which he had 
previously offered to donate with restrictions. 

The following building committee was appointed from 
the Board of Instruction and the City Council: Messrs. 
Knight, Towle, McCarthy—from the Board, and Messrs. 
Bennett, Borthwick and Schurman—from the City Coun- 
cil. This committee organized with Mayor Yeaton as 
Chairman, and the Superintendent of Schools as Secretary. 
After careful consideration of plans and proposals sub- 
mitted, Clarence P: Hoyt was selected as architect, and 
the plans which he prepared were submitted to the Board 
of Instruction for approval. The contract for building 
was awarded to Lord & Perkins for $23,898, and the heat- 
ing contract to Stone-Underhill Co., for $2,360. Work 
was commenced September Ist, and the building will be 
ready for occupancy at the beginning of the Spring term. 
It was voted by the City Council to name the School the 
Lafayette School, and the playground, which is entrusted 
to the control of the School Department, was named the 
Ward Playground. 

The building will have eight school rooms, with prin- 
cipal’s office and supply room on the first floor, teacher’s 
room and a small recitation room on the second floor. 
Fireproof partitions are continued up to the second floor, 
and the corridors are provided with smoke doors, and 
means of exit are so arranged that pupils from any room 
may leave by either end of the building. The heating 
apparatus is installed in a room separated from the base- 
ment, and the building above by fireproof walls, and in 
every way the greatest possible precaution has been taken 
to protect the welfare of the pupils in this school. The 
exterior is of colonial design. 


Repairs and Improvements. 


Following the custom of past years, some permanent 
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improvement of the school plant has been made in addi- 
tion to the usual up-keep repairs. 

The sanitary condition of the Cabot Street School, has 
been greatly improved by the installation of well ventilated 
and properly arranged toilet facilities for the boys, so 
arranged with sioping floor that hose can be used freely 
for cleansing, and proper drainage is provided. 

The Spalding School was painted and the chimney of 
the Spalding, and one of those on the Cabot Street 
School partially rebuilt. The Woodbury School was re- 
paired and painted outside. 

At the High School an additional room in the base- 
ment was finished off and provided with 40 adjustable 
desks. A ventilating stack, with a smoke stack for the 
cooking range, was built at the High School, to provide 
for the installation of domestic science. 

Boiler compounds have been used during the past year 
and the effect of the water on the tubes so far counter- 
acted that no other expense has been necessary, and the 
tubes in the No. 2 boiler, which two years ago showed 
signs of pitting, were after inspection found to be in good 
condition. : 

We were practically free from the repairs due to the 
extreme cold of last winter, and much credit is due to the 
janitors for their excellent care of the school buildings 
under their charge under unusually severe conditions. 


Backward Pupils. 

In my last report, I recommended that one or two 
rooms for backward pupils be established, as an economic 
measure for decreasing non-promotion and consequent 
retardation, and the attendant loss of time to the pupil 
and increase of cost to the city for the additional year or 
years caused thereby. The crowded condition of all our 
principal buildings prevented any action, but with the 
opening of the Lafayette School it will be possible. I 
wish to urge the Board to open, at least, one such room 
under a teacher of suitable ability and experience, —in 
which school special help may be given to pupils who are 
falling behind grade, or need more attention than the 
ordinary child. We have this year 134 pupils in school 
who are doing the same work that they did last year, prac- 
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tically requiring the services of three extra teachers. We 
could never entirely eliminate such cases from schools, 
but we ought not to allow pupils to lose a year for the 
lack of extra attention, or allow pupils to be carried along 
in a grade in which they are unable to do the work be- 
cause they require a different type of work from the nor- 
mal child. J 


Domestic Science. 

The girls, as well as the boys, of the seventh and 
eighth grades, are now receiving instruction in practical 
arts, and I am confident that the advantages to be gained 
by the ability of the girls to cook and sewand make a 
practical application of their knowledge will be even 
greater than that which the boys have enjoyed for several 
years in the manual training work. 


Practical Arts in the High School. 

For the first time a Practical Arts Course is offered 
the girls in a curriculum equivalent to that of the Com- 
mercial, Mechanic Arts, and College Preparatory Courses 
previously offered. The first practical course of study 
offered in our public schools was the Commercial Course, 
and despite the fact that educated workers in the field of 
Mechanic Arts are in constant demand and able to secure 
profitable employment with great opportunity of advance- 
ment, we still have a considerable number of boys study- 
ing stenography and typewriting in the Commercial Course 
and fitting themselves for a field which is greatly over- 
crowded and offers them small inducement. For girls the 
Commercial work offers a better opportunity, although 
there are yearly twice as many graduates of our commer- 
cial schools as there are positions to be filled in that line. 
In the Domestic Arts Course there is offered a much more 
practical type of education for the girl who does not in- 
tend to seek office work or enter college, although both 
the Mechanic and the Domestic Arts curricula can be 
made to meet the entrance requirements of many colleges. 
The type of education which does not function in the life 
of the boy or girl is not real education, and except for the 
traditions of the other curricula their following would be 
much less. | 
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High School. 

In June, Mr. Thurston declined re-election. Mr. Frank 
F. Dunfield was elected principal. Mr. Dunfield is a 
graduate of Bates College with a Master’s degree in Eng- 
lish from Dartmouth, and with several years’ experience 
as a teacher in the English High School at Worcester, 
Mass., and several years’ experience as principal, coming 
here directly from Milford, N. H. Of last year’s High 
School staff, Messrs. Collins, Swain and Pearson resigned 
to accept positions elsewhere, the first two to go to high 
school principalships, and Mr. Pearson to the Springfield, 
Massachusetts High School, and Mr. Cheetham to take 
advanced work at Harvard University. Miss Kenney and 
Miss Jeffers resigned to accept positions elsewhere, and 
Miss Howes to remain at home for a year. These posi- 
tions were filled as indicated in the principal’s report, and 
Miss May C. Martin, a graduate of Simmons College, was 
elected to introduce the workin Domestic Arts. In Decem- 
ber, Mr. H. J. Stander, a student at the Harvard Grad- 
uate School, was elected to relieve the situation which had 
arisen from the considerable increase in the number of. 
students without any increase in the teaching force. 

In the principal’s report, given below, your attention 
is called to the excellent results secured by the special 
attention given to pupils who need help by an afternoon 
session for such pupils. 

Last year we lost from the High School 22 pupils dur- 
ing the Fall term. This year we have lost 11, two of 
whom went away and are in other schools, and three of 
whom remained in school less than two weeks. Some loss 
is inevitable. Home conditions compel the withdrawal of 
some to go to work. Some leave on account of health or 
inability to do the work, but we are making a determined 
effort to so assist pupils who find the work particularly 
hard that they may not be compelled to give up their 
opportunity for lack of personal effort on the part of the 
school. — 


Report of, the Principal of the High School. 


Mr. James N. Pringle, Superintendent of Schools: 


I have the honor of submitting my first annual report 
for the Portsmouth High School. 

The records of 1912 show a total registration of three 
hundred and fifty-six, and those of 19138, a total registra- 
tion of four hundred and three. This year the total en- 
rollment for the fall term ending December 18, is four 
hundred and twenty-three. This year there are seventy- 
four non-resident pupils, against a registration of fifty- 
four last year and of thirty-nine the year before. These 
figures indicate the increasing growth in the membership 
of the High School. The following tabulation shows the 
enrollment by classes:

The school very much regretted the resignation of its 
Principal, Mr. Thurston, and seven of his assistants. 

Mr. Dunfield was elected to succeed Mr. Thurston as 
principal. Those appointed to fill the other vacancies are, 
Mr. Nickerson, English; Mr. Maines, Mathematics and 
Physics; Mrs. Sumner, Algebra and Commercial Arith- 
metic: Miss Roberts, French; Miss Hendry, Commercial 
Branches: Mr. Dunham, Manual Arts; and Miss Martin, 
Domestie Arts and Chemistry. With the growth of the 
school and the introduction of Domestic Arts, the need of 
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another teacher was very much felt. This need was met 
when Mr.,Stander was elected in November to take charge 
of the Chemistry department. 

All the teachers have most heartily co-operated with 
the principal in maintaining the dignity and the scholar- 
ship of the school. The attitude of the pupils is com- 
mendable in every respect.

Class Gift. | 

For several years it has been the custom for the Senior 
Class to make some appropriate gift to the school. For 
the past several years, these gifts have been in the nature 
of books. carefully selected and arranged in a beautiful 
book case marked with the class numerals. Continuing 
this custom, the class of 1914 presented to the library of 
the school a collection of more than one hurdred dollars 
worth of carefully selected books. 


Haven Medals. | 

The Haven Medals for 1914 were awarded as follows: 

For excellence in French for three years, to David 
Kiley. 

For general excellence for boys during the first two 
years, to Roger Willey. 

For general excellence for girls during the first two 
years, to Loretta Margaret Hassett. 

The per cent. of loss of pupils in the Freshman year 
has always been much greater than in any other year of 
the High School course, and much larger than it ought to 
be. Several reasons may explain this loss: eagerness to 
go to work, indifference toward study and failure to 
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appreciate the need of definite daily work. This last rea- 
son seems to be the most important one. In the grades 
the pupi! has been accustomed to do most of his prepara- 
tion for his class room recitations in the school room, 
under the direction and supervision of a teacher.. In High 
School the pupil is expected to assume more responsibility. 
He receives his assignments with such explanations as are 
necessary, and is then expected to prepare the work, for 
the most part, at home. The school hours are taken up 
in the discussion of the subjects that he has already pre- 
pared and in the explanation and assignment of additional 
work. This rather radical change from. grade to High 
School methods is responsible for many failures in the 
first year of High School. The pupil fails to appreciate 
the need of definite, consistent home work, and he drifts 
along to the end of the first six weeks only to wake up to 
the fact that he has failed, and that the probabilities are 
that he will fail at the end of the year to make his grade. 
He often becomes discouraged and disheartened and drops 
out of school. 

For those pupils in High School who seem to be unable 
to do their work in the morning sessions, the afternoon ' 
sessions are proving to be of great help. Two teachers 
are back every afternoon from 2:30 to four o’clock to 
supervise and direct the work. In this way a pupil may 
have additional help in that subject in which he is failing, 
and he may have the opportunity to acquire the habit of 
daily study. 

The results of this afternoon session in one term have 
been most gratifying and convincing of its worth to the 
backward pupil. Of the 156 Freshmen, thirty-five failed 
in one or more subjects at the end of the first six weeks. 
These pupils were required to attend the afternoon ses- 
sions regularly for the next three following weeks and as 
much longer as was necessary to bring the work up to the 
passing mark. The marks at the close of the term show 
that 69 per cent. of those who failed had brought their 
work above the passing mark and 52 per cent. of those 
who failed will begin the second term with conditions, 

The same favorable result is true of those who failed 
in the three upper classes who were likewise required to 
return for assistance in the afternoon. Of the thirty-two 
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who failed, in these three classes, 70 per cent. madé up 
their work in three weeks of afternoon sessions and 62 
per cent. will begin the second term without conditions. 
These results would seem to indicate that if one teacher 
could devote her time in school to helping the backward 
pupils the per cent. loss might be materially decreased. 


Graduates.

Several members of the class of 1913 who were either 
in some preparatory school last year or who were taking 
Post Graduate in the High School have entered college 
this fall.

St. Anselm, one; and the Portsmouth Training School, one.

Practically all of the substitute work for the city is | 
done by the pupil teachers, who serve in the Farragut 
School and elsewhere, as assistants and special teachers, 
and in some cases have been allowed to substitute for: 
other teachers elsewhere. The training given by the 
Portsmouth Training School, as well as the instruction in 
the professional subjects, is effective and the graduates 
show excellent ability in the conduct of their school work, 
wherever they are placed. 


Medical Inspection. 

The annual visits of one disease or another keep fresh 
in the minds of those directly connected with the admin- 
istration of the schools the urgent need of adequate med- 
ical inspection to prevent epidemics and guard the welfare 
of children who are by law required to attend our schools, 
this apart from the great value of medical inspection to 
discover and treat remediable conditions which retard and 
handicap children who have no attention paid to their 
physical welfare at home. 


Report of the Truant Officer. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A summary of the work of this office shows a decrease 
in the number of cases investigated during the past year 
and a general betterment of the school attendance as far 
as this office can go. There were a total of 280 cases in- 
vestigated of which 215 were from teachers, the remain- 
der from the superintendent and all other sources. Of 
these 186 were found to be absent without good reason 
and fifty were classed as truants, although under the 
school law the parents may be held for keeping children 
from school without some good excuse. The truants are 
cases where the children have been sent to school and re- 
main out without their parents consent, while the others 
are where they have had the assistance of their parents 
or guardians in evading the law. 

There has been considerable improvement in these 
cases, for the parents have been made to understand that 
the law requires the attendance of all children of a school 
age every day in the school year unless they areill. There 
are of course many cases where a good excuse for the 
child’s lack of attendance is given. Inthe winter months 
the lack of proper foot wear and warm clothing are most 
frequently met with. In the case of shoes it is a prob- 
lem which enters directly into the school life of the child. 
Your officer has found that where the poor are assisted by 
either the County or City, the same condition prevails for 
the reason the sum allowed is so small that very cheap 
shoes are provided and in almost every case no rubbers 
so that in wet weather they will not stand the ordinary 
hard wear of the growing child. These shoes are sup- 
posed to last a given period and in many cases they are 
so bad in a few weeks that the children have to remain at 
home and lose days and sometimes a week of schooling. 

To the ordinary laboring man with a large family of 
children it is frequently impossible to give them shoes 
when they are needed and the result is that there are 
days lost while waiting for sufficient funds to purchase 
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shoes. There is a movement on foot now to establish a 
shoe fund from charity, from which such cases may be 
met. Where clothing is needed it is much easier to 
handle, for there is always sufficient clothing to be secured. 

Another cause for lack of attendance was the failure 
of such relief as was intended by the Widows’ Relief Act 
of 1913. This law provided that certain sums should be 
paid widows with children of school age, who are depen- 
dent upon their own efforts to keep their homes. There 
are many such cases in the city, where the mother left 
with children, even when assisted by the county or city, 
is unable to live without working out herself, and being 
unable to leave the younger children alone, one of the 
older children must be kept from school to care for the 
house during the mother’s absence. 

This office at the request of the Board of Instruction 
investigated many such cases and as a result recommended 
that the aid be given in five cases, but nothing was done. 
The following case is an example of those recommended: 
Mrs. , widow, has seven children, the oldest 13, the 
youngest 3. City allows the mother her rent and three 
dollars a week for food, with an occasional order of wood 
and coal and shoes. The sum allowed will not keep the 
children and the mother works out four or five days a 
week and the older children take turns in remaining away 
from school to care for the house, thereby losing so many 
days schooling. It is obvious that the enforcement of this 
law would increase the attendance. 

It has been necessary in three cases to prosecute par- 
ents who have persistently refused to send their children 
to school and in each case a conviction was secured and a 
fine imposed, and the result has been an improved attend- 
ance. 

The percentage of attendance for the school year end- 
ing in June, 1914, was 93.40 a fractional decrease over the 
previous year. This was due principally to the epidemic 
which prevailed during the fall of 1913 and the extreme 
weather of January, 1914. For the fall term of this year 
the attendance has been 95.34, which is very satisfactory. 

A complaint of school boys smoking cigarettes was 
followed by an investigation and the prosecution and con- 
viction of four dealers.

This office is charged with the enforcement of the 
Child Labor act, and this requires frequent inspection of 
stores and factories. During the year 217 such inspec- 
tions were made and nineteen infractions of the law found. 
These were first offenses and in most cases a failure to file 
certificates or working a short time over time. There are 
two general inspections ayear. In June after the schools 
are closed and during the Christmas vacation. The fac- 
tories and larger employers of labor are very strict in their 
compliance with the law, but some of the smaller dealers 
seem to be still in doubt about the meaning of the law, 
although it has been repeatedly explained.
